COX, OF OHIO, CHOSEN BY 
DEMOCRATS ON 44TH BALLOT 

FR1NKLM ROOSEVELT WiS SELECTEO FOR VICE PRESIDENT 
BT ACCLAMATION 


RESULT ACHIEVED IN A DEMO¬ 
CRATIC MANNER, CUMMINGS 
HIGHEST EXPECTATIONS FUL¬ 
FILLED. HE DECLARES—DEAD- 
LOCK IS PROLONGED: ONLY ONE 
TIME HEFORE. IN If 12, DID THE 
FIGHT LAST LONGER OR WAS 
WAGED MORE BITTERLY. 

Kan Francisco, July 6.—James M. 
Cox, three times governor of Ohio, wsa 
nominated for the presidency by the 
Democratic national convention In the 
breakout of one of tbe moot prolonged 
deadlocks In the history of national 
political parties. The final score was 
Cox 702. McAdoo 2961-2, Palmer 1. 

It took forty-four ballots to make a 
choice and It was not until the thirty- 
eighth. when Attorney General Palmer 
withdrew from the race, that the long 
Hucreoslon of roll calla showed any 
definite trend. 

In the turnover of the Palmer dele¬ 
gate* Cot gained the advantage over 
William Gihha McAdon, hi* rival for 
flrat place since early lu the balloting, 
and that advantage never was lost. 

Id tbe opening ballot Friday the Ohio' 
governor was in third place. He soon 
passed Palmer, however, aud on the 
twelfth ballot went ahead of McAdoo. 
Then lx*gnn a oec-aawlng tietweeu the 
C«>x and McAdoo totals, which at the 
end of the thirty-ninth roll rail at 
midnight found tbe two virtually the 
*ame. 

Gets lAid In Fortyaeeond 

On the forty-sia*ond toil lot the no 
cession of moat of the Palmer strength 
to Cox put him well In the lend, and 
after that great and little delegation* 
came Into the Cox column in a proces¬ 
sion. Ou the forty-third Cox g*»t n 
majority for the first time, all of the 
votes cast, ami on the forty-fourth le* 
was plunging toward the required iwd 
thirds when Colorado changed Its vote 
to him and made the nomination of Cox 
ohvhiu*. It wa* mads unanimous on 
motion of Kaui B. Aiuldeou of Kangas. 
a leader of the McAdoo forces. 

Of the forty-four t«U»t* two .were 
taken last Friday night, fourteen at 
the flrat seo>di>n Saturday, aud six at 
the Saturday night session. There 
were twenty-two recorded yesterday, 
fourteen at the all-day session and 
eight |gs» night. 

Cox be«nu the fight with 134 on the 
first ballot and climbed nteadlly until 
the fifteenth, when lie had 408 1-2. HI* 
lowest vote after that was on the thir¬ 
ty-fifth. the first taken at last night'* 
wmIoq, when It fell to 3761-2. 

A curious thing In the voting for Mr- 
Aohst was that he received 2d(i on the 
first ballot, the lowest cast for him. 
and 206 1-2 on the last ballot. Hi* high 
water mark was 467 on the fortieth 
ballot. At that time Cox bad 4H0. 

Palmer opened wPU 23*1 votes. HI* 
largest vote was 207 on the seventh 
ballot. 

As tlie Cox total paNo«*d that of Mc¬ 
Adon ami surged upward tbe McAdoo 
manager* made a desperate fight to 
slop It In time. Their candidate twice 
had held (he lead and lost It, however, 
and many delegates supporting him 
had given up hope that lie ever could 
la* nominated. On the laat four vote* 
McAdoo lost steadily, several state dele 
gnturns exchanging their muiukiniw foi 
that of the trader. 

Convention Stampedes for Cox 
Most of the Palmer delegates who at 
f*rst swung to McAdoo. drifted over 
the line to the Cox camp l*i Increasing 
nutuliers, and aided the change tak¬ 
ing place In (lie vote column* of the 
two tender*). Once lie had more thsu 
a majority the fight for Cox wa| easy 
The end of another day of furious 
struggle, the convention stampeded to 
Cox, flung aside Its rules and mude Ida 
nomination unanimous with a roaring 
abou |. 0

A fight to adjourn for tho night waa 
started hy McAdoo supporters against

left no doubt of the convention'* deter¬ 
mination to fight It out then aud there 
Th* forty-first ballot waa started. 
Both McAdoo aud Cox gained * round 
und McAdoo mipporters dug thetnaolvea 
in. grimly determined In a laat dlfcli 
fight. The forty-aecnml roll call wna 
started. It showed new drifts to Cox 
as the votes were shouted back to the 
platform from tlie uiiauppfeasable mur¬ 
mur among tbe delegates now regard- 
lt>» of the fatigue of the prolonged 
fight, although the great galleries over 
them were almost vacant. Great blocks 
of empty seats showed where won* out 
spectators had given up hy midnight 
aud gone hotne expecting auother lay. 

When Georgia was reached the de|e- 
gtit'oli chairman leaped to hla chnlr 
and shouted that Ills otate, formerly Id 
M cAtfoo ranks, would Join liumla to
